NDER. 


PUNISHMENT ‘NOT REFORM. «. 


As the boy is father to the man, so is the 
street urchin and neglected child, in many in 
stances, but the criminal in the earlier stages 
of his development. : The Juvenile tarrikin, or 
homeless hny, when he falls into the hands of 
the Svdney policeman, however, has a much 
greater chance, under our training-ship and 
industrial ref matory system,’ of having his 
footstens guided into the paths of honest and 
useful citizenship than has his prototype in 
Paris, with all its advantages of old-world civi- 
lisation. . : ; 

" Franée has prisons for juvenile offenders of 


both sexes, nnd while the maximum “sentence |° .- 


fora minnt of less than 15 yenrd is one month, | 
over that nage the magistrate may impose a 


period of six months, and both sentences will [ 


he carried out in the prison called “La Petite 
Roquette.” This prison system, says a writer 
in the “New York Tribune,” is accompanied, 
since the Act of 1875, with solitary confinement 
—a most cruel and pernicious method for 
youthful offenders. Thus, from the moment 
that a boy is detected in crime, petty larceny; 
vagnbondage, disorderly conduct, or whatever 
the offence may be, he is placed in the worst. 
possible environment. ‘ 

The hours passed at the depot, into which 
day and night the offscouring of Paris is con- 
stantly pouring—the irreclaimably vicious men 
and.women,.whose.whole. lives.are_an endless | 
chain of shorter or longer periods passed alter- 
nately in and out of prison—the drive in the’ 
prison cart, which has been wittily named in 
Paris the “ panier a salade” (the salad basket), 
and the final arrival within the walls of La 
Petite Requetee, bring him into enforced con- 
tact with more hardened, because more ex- 
perienced, sinners than himself. 


THE DREADFUL ‘SOLITUDE. 


Nothing could be more repellant than the 
position of the Paris prison for juvenile offen- 
ders, It btands exactly opposite the Grande 
Roquette, ia which criminals under sentence of 
death await their last hour, and where, until 
recently, the guillotine.stood, everready for the 
next victim, The curious constriction of Petite 
Roquiette, with detached cells in circles, Ike a 
spider's web, is due to the requirements of the 
Act enforcing solitary confinement. There are 
six wings, radiating from the central spot, on 
which stand the chapel and school, High aloft 
a little observation turret is occupied by @ 
warder, who thus overlooks avery one of the 
enclosed courtyards, The 400 boys now in the 


building, whose ages range from 10 to 18 years, 


take their regulation walk of 20 minutes’ dura- 
tion in detachments of 14 and one of the courts 


‘| set apart for this purpose is 60 arranged that 


the rule of solitude’ is not broken even here. 
Each child moves in an isolated compartment, 
and the warder on duty in the turret has each 
one under observation, 

The schoolroom is perhaps the most curious 
fealure of the place. It is.fitted with 2co little 
cells placed in,an amphitheatre, from each of 
which the teacher can bel{scen, while every 
other cell is entirely invisible. The pupils 
take their place one by one, the first comer 
occupying the furthest cell, and the act of clos- 
ing his own door, opens that of the hext cell, 
and so on,round the semi-circle. The lesson 
is given in profound silegce, only the voice of 
the teacher being heard, 


USELRSS WORK. 

An enterprising young American woman'thus 
describes a day spent in this melancholy place; 
—‘! called at 6.0 am. At 7 o'clock work 
begins. Some mnke purses, or labels; others 
thread bends for the artificial flower memorial 
wreaths so much in vogue in Paris; others, 
again, make dolls' houses and cradles, for which 
they are paid three, four, or five centimes apiece, 
according to size. Some good workers will io 
this way carn as much as a franc, or tod. a day, 
bur only the half of the amount is paid over to 
the prisoner. Another inducement is offered 
to the workers in the shape of good conduct: 
marks, and every tenth day the seven who have 
earned mast of these good marks get 4 voucher 
entitl ng the holder to a glass of wine. At 
10,30 those who so wish repair to the school- 
room for lessons. ‘Then comes the twenty 
minutes walk in the yatd; then work again 
until 6.30 p.m., when all are sent to bed. 

. The prison diet, somewhat Spartan in charace 
ter, includes for those over 16 years of age two 
meals a day ; thé'first, at 9a.m,, consists of soup 
and vegetables, and the second, at 4 p.m, of 
vegetable only, with the addition of bread, and 
twice a week a dish of meat. The younger 
boys are fed more abundantly, They get soup 
at7 a.m. soup and vegetables at 11 a.m. and 8. 
vegetable again at 5 p.m., with meat on Sug- 
days, Tuesdays, and Thursdays. ‘All the fo 
is good of its kind. Refactory priscuiers are,. 
after due warning, put upon a dry bread diet,’ 
with solitary confinement in the dungeons, | 

All these 400 boys, however, are not criminals. 
A certain number are here for what is called: 
“patemal correction," and, drastic though the 
means employed seem to be, the manager of the 
prison assured me that some excellent results. 
had been obtained. He quoted the case of a 
young law atudent who could not be induced

“THE N-RAYS.. 
aes a, 
» NEW SCIFNTIFIC DISCOVERY. 


The scientist in recent years has provided |. 


the public with no small number of sensations ; 


but M, Blondlot's discovery of the emanations |° 


to which he has.given the name of N-rays has 
not stimulated the public imagination to any- 
thing like the extent which might have been ex- 
pected, ‘Owjng, perhaps, to the way in which 
wireless -telegraphy and radium have so far 
disappointed those who heralded their discovery 
‘as the dawn of a new era—and in this connec- 
tion. the statement may be noted that the 
radium experiments in connection with the 


-treatment.of.cancer-haye been.discontinued at | 


the Cancer Hospital—the N-rays have, been 
received in Britain with a certain amount of 
scepticism, It is. certainly an extraordinary 
ray, which is-emitted by a piece of wood, glass 
or indiarubber, screwed up in a carpenter's 
bench vice, or which proceeds, for a consider- 


cable léngth of time, from a piece of bent or 


twisted iron, or of which hammered ‘brass or 
tempered steel, or other body in a condition of 
molecular strain, is a spontaneous and_per- 
manent source, ' But there is in all this nothing 
irreconcilable with any scientific doctrine, and 
in view of the published experiments of such 
distinguished physicists as M, Blondlot and M. 
Charpentier; there is little room for reasonable 
dovbt. The N-ray seems to have been dis- 
covered almost by accident. In the course of 
some experiments, M. Blondlot was endeavor. 
ing to pass Roentgen rays through a sheet of 
aluminium, when be found that they were.kept 
bick by the aluminium, but that a ray hitherto 
unknown passed through as through a filter. 


The Nerays are invisible, but they may be de- 


tected by their property of increasing the in- 
tensity of the illumination of a phosphorescent 
dcreen previously excited by exposure to 
ordinary light, or of increasing the brilliancy 
of an electric spark, or ofa minnte blue flame 
of gat; upon which they are allowed to fall. 
An article in the current number of “ Know- 
ledge" points out that even the hum n body 
emits Nerays, and the phosphorescent &creen 
will ‘indicate by an increased intensity of 
illumination, the near approach of a living 
body. This increase in intensity is marked 
when the screen is brought near a muscle and 
thé/thore pronounced as the muscle is the 
more strongly contracted, The screen is also 
excited when in proximity to a nerve, and it is 
stated ta be possible to follow the course of a 
superficial nerve by observing the variations in 
the screen, The most remarkable feature of 
the N-rays, however, is that they appear to be 
capable of reinforcing the ordinary rays of light 
in such a manoer as, for instance, to render 
legible print which,.in their ‘absence, is too 
dimly illuminated to be more than simply 
visible as a grey something—and this, though 
the N-rays are incapable 'by themselves of 
making any object visible. The action of the 
Norays, in this connection, seems to be not to 
increase the illumination, but rather to aug- 
ment the acutenoss of the perceptive nerves, 
since, asthe current “Lancet” points out, a 
similar phenomenon has been observed in their 
action on the senses of smell, taste and hearing. 
The sense of smell may even be stimulated 
by throwing the Nerays upon the appropriate 
surface of the brain through the skull, It has 
for some time been questioned whether all the 
Norays are identical in character but M. 
Blondlot has shown that they are not, and the 
most recent discovery is that oné variety, to 
which itis proposed to give the name of N, 
possesses all the qualities of these rays, but in 
Severse. That is to say the effect of the N-rays 
is to diminish the intensity of a phosphorescent 
screen, and to blunt the senses exposed to, 
their influence, All sorts of interesting specur 
lations arise from M, Blondlot’s. discoveries, 
The sun, forinstance, is a powerful source of 
N-rays.

‘This at ‘least disposes of Mr,. Whittier’s 
pretence. that “the allegations made in 
these columns were not consiatent with the 
facts,’ but it raises a further question as to 
what is to be gained by. the, frank recognition 
on the part of our Government that it cunsi- 
ders the American China Company to bein 
good faith an American company, and {hat this 
Government alone has’ the right to deal with 
all diplomatic questions affecting the intere ts:

od CANOE, '

A CANADIAN'S ADVENTUROUS VOVAGE 
TO LONDON. 


When Captain Slocum, in his American 13 
ton boat, made a voyage round the world, his 
- daring deed was thrown in the face of the 
Canadian public, and, asa result, Crptain Voss, 
a bold and capable Canadian seaman, under 
took to outdo the Amer can’s exploits. In the 
_Tilikum he deterinined to sail round the globe 
with the object of attaining a world’s records 
and also to demonstrate the utility ofan im- 
proved sea and surf anchor he had invented. 
The Télikum is an Alaska-Indian war canoe. 
- and was hollowed out of a solid cedar tree forty 
years ago by North American Indians, who 
used it while on the warpath, ‘The boat, as 
might be expected, 13 2 bad sea bnat, yet Cap- 
tuin Voss has sailed over 25,010 mites in her, 
and is now on his way to Pernambuco, where 
he expects to arrive by the 21st ult. 

According to a Cape Times representative, 
who saw the boat at Cape Town, the 7/itum 
looks singularly ill adapted to encounter heavy 
seas, She is log and” slim, and slopes in to 
the keel in a manner to suggest that a puff of 
wind would blow her over. Her measurements 
are enough for any seaman. ‘She has a 30 ft. 
keel, with a 6 ft, beam over deck, Her depth 
from the deck is 2 ft. 6 in., and her cabin roof 
is 14 in, higher, She is decked in all over 
except for the cock-pit at the stern which leads 
into the tiny cabin, The cabin itself is 8 ft. 
long and § ft. wide, with a tiny bunk, a tiny 
bench, and a tiny stove, almost its sole furni- 
ture. Her weight is 2} tons. She is schooner 
rigged, with three short stim masts; anything 
“heavier would throw her over, 

The Télitun sailed from Victoria, British 
Columbia, on May arst, 1901, crossed the 
North and South Pacific Oceans to Sydney, 
Australia, touching. at various cannibal and 
civilised islands on her way. From Sydney 
she sailed ta Melbourne, thence overland to 
Ballanrat and Geelong ; from there to ‘Adelaide, 
Hoburt, and through the Hasman Sea, making 
Invercargill, New Zealand; the most southern 
city in the world. 

Leaving Invercargill she travelled up the 
eastern coast of the South Island, touching at 
Dunedin, Oamaru, Himary, Lyttleton, Christ- 
church, and thence. across Couk Straits to 

_ Wellington. From there she went to Pal- 
merston, Wanganui, New Plymouth, Nelson, 
and Auckland, Then she sailed north through 
the Hebrides Islands, Coral Sea, Great 
Rartier Reef, Torres Strait, to Thursday 
Island.

ROADS IN THE WAR AREA. 

The existing roads in Manchuria and Gorea 
are bad, and few ia number. There are no 
high roads worthy of the name, with the ex- 
ception of that teading from Peking. to Mouk- 
den, via Shan-hai-kwan, “Made” ‘roads (we 
quote an exchange) are only to be found in the 
immediate neighbourhood of large cities, ‘The 
ordinary roads of Corea and Manchuria present 
all the characteristics of the soil nver which 
they ‘pass. ‘They are either stony, sandy or 
boggy. The best time of the year for traffic is 
the winter, During the rains, the roads ,be- 
come almost impassable swamps; and move- 
ment of troops can only be carried out with 
the greatest of difficulty. A further hindrance 
to military traffic is the. lack. of bridges suffi- 
ciently large nnd strong to allow ‘of the passage 
of the opposing forces which bear witness to 
the bad state of the roads, in that all heavy 
waygons have been discarded nnd two-wheeled 
catts only are in use, At the same time, it is 
only to be expected that the movements of the 
artillery will be carried out ‘under great diffi- 
culties, The most importint roads ate as 
under:—{1) From Gensan va’ Ham-Heung, 
Kiju to Kyon-Heung (320 miles). At the last 
mentioned place there is a ford over the Tumen 


River. The ground over which the road passts | 


is undulating and broken. From Kyon’Heung- 
there ara roads (a) leading over the Novokiey 
Hills to Nikolskoe (in the Russian Maritime 
Province) 14§ miles, (b) past the Kliun-Chun | 
coal mines towards Ninguta and Harbin, nnd 
in addition to these a mountain track over the 
Oh-sing Pass to Kirin (280 miles).
